Queen's University studenU, in celebrating the victory of their 
football team over McGill on Saturday, created an unusual disturb- 
ance on the streets of Kingston and in the theatres and hotels of the 
city, thus coining in for considerable criticism at the hands of the 
local newspapers and townspeople. 

No doubt the reports of the affair which were published in the 
newspapers were, as usual, exaggerated out of all proportion to 
their importance, and given more publicity than was warranted by 
the facts of the case. This has always been the practice of the 
Montreal press when anything of a similar nature has taken place 
here, and there is no reason for believing that the same thing- was not 
done in this instance by the newspapers of Kingston. It is also claim- 
ed by the Queen's students that they have been given credit for a 
great deal of rowdyism which should really be laid at the doors of 
the hoodlum element of the city, many of whom mixed with the 
crowd and were mainly responsible for the worst features of the ce- 
lebration. 

Even if all this be true, however, there is no doubt that the 
Kingston students merit a large part of the censure that has been 
directed towards them. One of their number, in a letter to the 
Kingston Standard claims that on an occasion such as that of Sat- 
urday all the places of amusement and some of the shops should be 
thrown open. The idea, seemingly, is that the students should be 
given the freedom of the city whenever they wish to celebrate a vic- 
tory. This claim is based upon the fact that half a million dollars 
yearly is left in Kingston by those attending the University. In 
other words, the University students are to a large extent a stimulus 
to the business of the city and should not, therefore, be treated in 
the same manner as ordinary citizens. 

This view, however, is probably not held by the majority of 
Queen's students. It has its basis in an absolutely selfish and egotis- 
tical idea and is contrary to all the principles governing the action of 
reasonable human beings. It is most unlikely that even the narrow- 
est and most antagonistic citizens of Kingston would object .to a rea- 
sonable commemoration of a great event such as the defeat of the 
McGill team undoubtedly was. Such a celebration, however, need 
not have taken the form of a rush on the doors of a theatre and the 
demand for free admission to the performance. It is unlikely that 
there will be a repetition of this affair in Kingston at any time in the 
future as the publicity given it has no doubt been sufficiently odious 
to the Queen's students to make them more careful of their actions 
on any similar occasion. McGill has learned this lesson and pro- 
fited thereby. The students of this University have at last learned 
the art of celebrating without running foul of the law, but only after 
years of hard-earned experience. It is some time since McGll stu- 
dents and the city police have clashed and ai long as the latter con- 
tinue to adopt à reasonable attitude towards the undergraduate 
body, there is not much likelihood of any further conflicts. We can 
therefore regard the Kingston embroglio with complacency.

CHll. The 80-cnlled "light for life" Is 
tho one most hopeful symptom that 
any ono need a.sls to see, of an Intel- 
lectual reconstruction, and healtliv, 
roibust, vigorous life within. 

lJur critics may bo friends or ene- 
mies. Hut Ije they what they niav we 
welcome and Invite their erltlcl.'^m. It 
our non-theoloi; irlemls can show that 
their criticism 1» true they will griiitly 
help us. If wc can show that It Is 
untrue wo may even have the good 
fortune to be able to help them. 

Our friend clo.-es In a more hope- 
ful, but no less patronl/.ing, strain, lie 
even concludes that there are some 
theologs, by way of exceptions, whom 
one would Infer to be comparatively 
human, lie hope.-) even that theologs 
may be able to overcome the.se ob- 
Htaoles when they become more en- 
lightened, and are no longer subject- 
ed to their present narrow courso of 
training.
